The man speaks with a strong Ger­ 
man accent. 
When he was asked it' he had any 
accomplices he said:

President A rthu r tw ining Hadley of 
Yale University in his baccalau reate 
sermon recently, took occasion to u rge 
u pon Americans seif-control and tem ­ 
perate ju dgment in the present inter­ 
national situ ation.

“The need of weighing ou r words 
and controlling ou r feelings is partic­ 
u larly great in a commonwealth like 
ou rs, where we act not as individu als 
hu t as members of a body politic. 
“No government which manages its 
affairs on the basis of preju dice rather] 
than evidence can long endu re. Many ] 
foreign critics regard ou r present ex

perience as presaging the downfall of I 
democracy. 
I believe that these crit­ 
ics are wrong 
in 
their predictions,

Bu t in their analysis of the dangers ‘ 
they are pretty nearly right; and in j 
order to falsify their predictions we j 
mu st take heed to the dangers them- j 
selves. 
We mu st help the commu nity j

we can do this for many years to j 
come is by ou rselves setting the ex­ 
ample of self-control.

And lie w ill not he 
missed, for as any farmer can tell 
you. he’s a “ tarnel” nuisance.

Also it atouses fear for the 
safety of treps; but as a matter of 
tact the actual damage done is slight, 
accomplished by the female of tin* 
species, which is deadlier than the 
male. 
The female cuts the bark of 
the tree to make a deposit for her 
eggs. 
A careful canvass 
of 
the 
whole 
Cicada area was made by the Bureau 
of Entomology, with the assistance ot 
the s ta te entomologists in 189K. These 
reports caused Michigan and Wiscon­ 
sin to be included in the territory 
that has reason to expect the visitor 
each time he conies from wherever 
lie's been for seventeen years. 
Ordinary repellant substances, such 
as kerosene emulsion or carbolic acid 
solutions, seem to have very little ef­ 
fect in preventing the depositing of 
eggs, but recent 
experiences 
with 
Bordeaux mixture or lime wash show 
them to be fairly effective. 
The Ci­ 
cada avoid trees sprayed with these 
preparations, especially if there are 
other trees in the neighborhood. 
The most reliable means of protect-j 
ing nurseries or young orchards is by j 
collecting the insects in hags or um-i 
brellas from the trees in early morn j 
ing or late evening, when they 
are] 
somewhat torpid. 
Such 
collections j 
should he undertaken at the first ap-j 
pearance of the Cicada and repeated, 
each day. 
If pruning is made necessary by the 
female insect's ravages, the worst af 
fected branches should be removed. 
The less injured limbs may be coated 
on the. wounded parts with grafting 
wax or moderately hard soap. 
These 
protective coverings should 
be 
re­ 
newed at least once a year, preferably 
in the spring, until the wounds are 
healed over entirely. 
It may he ex­ 
pedient in the case of a badly wound­ 
ed 
recently budded or grafted trpo, 
to cut it. back nearly to the bud or 
graft, so that an entirely new top may 
he made. 
In the case of older trees the main 


object of treatment is to secure the 
rapid healing of the wounds and pre­ 
vent their being used as points for 
secondary infection by other insects 
Tne worst injured limbs, in such trees, 
should lie cut out, so that all the vigor 
of the plant may lie directed to the 
remaining 
wood. 
The 
healing 
process may be accelerated by thor­ 
ough cultivation and the use ol fer­ 
tilizers oil the land about the trees at­ 
tacked.

ed together under the head of “ unde­ 
sirable citizens' and extensive cam­ 
paigns for their speedy extermination 
in many parts of the 
country 
have 
been conducted by the Bureau of Bio­ 
logical Suivey of the Department of 
Agriculture. 
W ar was declared 
on 
the prairie j 
dogs after they had made themselves 
obnoxious 
by 
interfering 
with 
thej 
projects of the United States Recla | 
matioii Service in the West. 
The bur j 
rowing rodents nave caused extensive j 
vashouts in dikes and tills, resulting! 
in heavy damages, in the Strawberry I 
Valley pioject 
of 
the 
Reclamation j 
Service near Provo, Utah. 
The cam-1 
paign against them lias already re-, 
suited in their complete extermination j 
over large forest areas in Colorado, i 
Arizona and Utah. Most of them were 
kilied by poison, and predatory birds 
rnd animals exterminated 
those 
re­ 
maining. 
In Oregon and Washington, investi­ 
gations are being made with a view ot 
dealing with moles which have been 
interfering seriously with the cultiva­ 
tion of crops. 
As a result of campaigns 
against 
lie ground squirrels 
in 
portions of 
California national forests, ranchmen 
nd land owners have been encour 
aged to co-operate with the bureau 
and also to carry on independent cam­ 
paigns. 
As a consequence, on thous 
inds of acres which once supported 
squirrels in abundance, it is now dif­ 
ficult to find more than an occasional 
animal.
